Borne even go m far as to saj 
there is danger in eating fruit that has 
come in contact with the steel of the 
paring knife, uu the acid in the fruit Is 
apt to produce some (jolson when it 
comes in contact with the metal. But 
I whether these things are true or not, 
there is still greater danger In eating 
apples without peeling them. 
The skin of the apple has always 
been more or less infested with germs 
of different types, and now our mod­ 
ern methods of fighting insects by 
spraying the trees sre liable to leave 
poisonous deposits on it which will do 
our stomachs serious harm. 
Arsenate of lead, lime and sulphur 
wash mid a number of other spraying 
compounds used by fruit grow ors have 
been found to remain in considerable 
quantities on the skin of apples and 
pears until ripe and plaeed on the mar­ 
ket. 
The action of such chemicals 
upon the tissues of the human body 
Is very injurious. 
Spraying the trees is giving us more 
perfect fruit aud getting the groover 
better prices, but if you value your 
health you should never eat apples or 
pears without first removing the peels.

Brunswick. iu bury the body of his 
exiled father in bls native land inspir­ 
ed the organization of the Death's 
Head hussars, the most famous regi­ 
ment In the present German army. 
Deeply moved by the ungracious act 
of the despotic Napoleon, Frederick 
William, after bis first paroxysm of 
indignation and rage had subsided, 
vowed eternal vengeance against the 
French conqueror, and until the day 
of his death, which was June IG, 1815, 
on the field of Quatre Bras, be was 
Napoleon s most implacable foe in all 
the Genuau states. 
Brunswick being barred to him by 
the victories of the relentless French 
invader. Duke Frederick William re­ 
paired to Bohemia after bls father’s 
death. 
He was without funds, bat 
through the off orts or Dis sister, then 


princess of Wa Ira, English funds round 
their way to him, and he was enabled 
to set on foot toe plans be had formed 
to revenge himself upon his enemy.

Political offenders are tried by 
a secret tribunal and no reports of 
the trial follow. 
The suspect is made

London, Jan. 18.— Russia struck 
second crushing blow at the Ottoman 
forces with the annihilation of the 
Eleventh Turkish army corps 
Kara-Urgan, in the Caucasus. 
This victory for Emperor Nicholas 
troops, who have killed or captured 
more than 36,000 men in this battle 
Is a sequel to the double Turkish de 
feat two weeks ago, which stemmed 
the attempt to invade Russia from the 
south. 
Tiflis sent the following report to 
Petrograd: “The army of the Caucas 
us has covered its flags with glory by 
a fresh heroic exploit, having com 
pletely annihilated the Eleventh Tur­ 
kish army corps, with the exception 
of 
several 
insignificant 
elements 
which are fleeing in disorder. 
We 
have captured all the artillery of this 
corps.” 
The Eleventh Turkish army corps 
had made its way with great difficulty 
from Erzerum to reinforce the rem 
nants of the Tenth corps, retreating 
from the north. The Tenth corps was 
cut to pieces in the Russian victory 
recently at Sari Karnysh, where the 
Ninth corps surrendered. 
The First 
corps the same day was surrounded 
at Ardahan. 
While the main Russian army has 
been busy repelling what Grand Duke 
Nicholas 
in his official 
report de­ 
scribes as a series of violent attacks 
by Field Marshal Von Hindenburg to 
break his way through to Warsaw, 
other Russian forces have stormed 
and taken Kirlibaba pass, on the bor 
dors of Transylvania, and have made 
further 
progress 
in 
their advance 
along the right bank of the Vistula 
toward the German frontier. 
The Germans in force have deli? 
ered seven successive attacks, which 
developed 
into 
desperate 
bayonet 
fighting, on the Russian lines on the 
left bank of the Vistula, and have suc­ 
ceeded in taking one of the Russian 
advance trenches. 
Farther south there have been simi­ 
lar attacks, in each case preceded by 
heavy 
artillery 
engagements. 
The 
Russians have succeeded in silencing 
the heavy Austrian guns which, from 
the banks of the Dunajec, have been 
bombarding the town of Tarnow. 


Paris, Jan. 18.—Severe fighting in 
Flanders, near Arras, In the region of 
Perthes and north of the farm of 
Boausejoqi, with an advantage for the 
fellies, is reported in the official com­ 
muniques of the French war offh e, 
At Nleuport the Belgians and French 
pushed forward and drove tho Ger­ 
mans from their entrenched line in 
the sand dunes, at the same time de­ 
stroying a fort from which the enemy 
had been debouching and doing con­ 
siderable execution. 
Quiet still prevails at Soissons, but 
farther to the east, at Troyan, the 
Germans made an attack, but were 
checked. 
The 
official 
communique 
also reports that the allies’ artillery 
is again proving Its superiority over 
German ordnance. 
Operations In AI 
sa* c are apparently at a standstill. 
According to a Berlin official report 
the allies lost 150,000 men in opera­ 
tions In Belgium and northern France 
since the first of December.

Warfare Has Always Bean a Popular 
Subject For Artiste. 
From the earliest days of history war 
haw given inspiration to the artist, and 
the work of hi* hand* come* down to 
us on the walls of ancient Egypt, worn 
with 
tile 
panning of 
thousands 
of 
yearn; from the ruined temples of an­ 
tique Greece, built centuries before the 
Christian era. 
The picture writing o* 
primitive and savage peoples d<-scribes 
exploits of war; many archaic war 
pictures, brought to view after ages of 
burial under desert sand*, bear much 
similarity to Indian drawings of our 
own near time and land. 
Once, years ago, away up on the 
I Poplar river, in Montana, I bought— 
I bartered for. I suppose I should say, 
as the purchase was made mainly by 
the medium of tea. tobacco and sugar— 
a “painted** robe right off the back of 
the war chief of a band of Yanktonnala- 
Sioux our troops bad “rounded tip" 
and brought into the agency. The skin 
was a fine “black bull,’* tanned on th# 
underside to the softness of the finest 
chamois lent’ r and decorated with 
naive pictorial representations of the 
deeds of wa ro t old KiJI-Them-in-a-Hoie 
—as the soldiers translated the name 
given the chief from some episode in 
his murderous career—which in color, 
in grace and firmness of line were cu­ 
riously like pictures from the pencil of 
some artist of the Egypt of old. 
The glory of war Is the theme; the 
exaltation of the sovereign, the con­ 
queror. forms the chief motive of the 
war picture of antiquity. The monarch 
was the hero before whose terrible 
sword ail foes gave way. to whom vic­ 
tory came through bls personal might 
and prowess. 
The 
warriors vt ta* 
Greeks are shown as models of virile 
strength and grace; their attitudes in 
the fury of combat lost nothing of 
artistic beauty in the realism of the 
rendering. 
The influence of the Greek 
masters of their art is evident in battle 
pictures of a time twoscore and more 
centuries later.—Rufus Fairchild Zog- 
baum in Scribner**.

ger than a grain of sand can take all 
the snap and vitality right out of you. 
Two-thirds of modern foot troubles 
are due t# the fact that almost every 
one-m an, 
woman 
and 
child—wears 
shoes too loose. The shoe Itself may be 
correct as to size and shape, but it Is 
not fastened tight ut the only point of 
control—namely, the instep. 
When yon set y®tar foot upon the 
floor or pavement in the act of walk 
ing the shoe adheres, a id lf It be loose­ 
ly fastened corer the instep the foot 
pushes down into th# toe of the shoe 
At certain spots on the foot this slip­ 
ping causes friction. 
These spots are 
the soles ©f the feet, the tops, ends and 
inner sides of the toes, the great and 
little toe Joints and occasionally even 
the back of the heel. 
When the friction thus caused is con­ 
tinued hour after bour and day after 
day one or more of these spots are a1 
most sure to become inflamed and sore. 
A slight thickening, called a “callous,” 
is formed. 
As the friction an d 1 pres­ 
sure go on the resulting callons may 
thicken up unevenly. Then it is called 
a corn.—Woman's Home Companion.
